Gorky received them on the upper 
deck and seemed almost overcome at 
meeting so many friends.

W hile early in the day the activity 
of Mount Vesuvius appeared to have 
diminished, as night approached the 
prospect of immediate 
relief faded, 
and the fate of the villages and towns 
grouped around the volcano seemed 
more hopeless. 
Instead of decreasing. 
the fall 
of sand and ashes 
emitted 
from the crater increased. 
E ven with 
the sun sinning, the light was a dim 
yellow’, in th e midst of which the few 
people who remained in the stricken 
towns, their clothing, hair and beards 
covered with ashes, moved about in 
the desolution like gray ghosts.
